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The Man for fhe Job

George Washington's great success as a 


military leader and his later fine reputation 
gained as the first President may make us 
assume today that he was the only man ever 
considered for the position as commander- 
in-chief of the Continental Army. But his 
election to that post was not easily ar- 
ranged. John Adams was the principal 
mover behind his nomination and eventual- 
ly his unanimous election to the post which 
carried far more responsibility than many 
men recognized at the time. 


It was eight weeks after the Battle of 


Lexington when Adams rose in the Congress 
on June 14,1775. Legally the Congress itself 
had r.o authority. A* Arthur Bernon Tour- 
tellot writes in William Diamond's Drum, 
"As an institution it was nothing more than 
an assemblage of four dozen men from 
the various colonies, met together to discuss 
the difficulties that they were variously 
facing with England. The delegates had no 
uniform autho-ity whatever..." 


But Adams was increasingly concerned 


about the army which had so eagerly assem- 
bled after Lexington. Of the 20,000 men 
who besieged Boston, almost a fourth al- 
ready had gone home. If there were a fur- 
ther straggling 
away, argued Adams, 


through despair or lack of supplies or am- 
munition, it would be a hard group to re- 
assemble. The force must have evidence of 
backing from the rest of the colonies; the 
way to do it was for the Congress to appoint 
a commander-in-chief. 


Adams recognized that many of the 


colonies distrusted and perhaps were jeal- 
ous of the New England colonies, particu- 
larly Massachusetts, regarded by many as 
radical and extreme. For this reason he 
wanted a southerner. The ideal man "was 
among us and very well known to us, a gen- 


tleman whose skill and experience as an of- 
ficer, whose independent fortune, great tal- 
ents and excellent universal character would 
command the approbation of all -Amer- 
ica and unite the cordial exertions of all 
the colonies better than any other person." 
And here John Hancock preened himself 
since he had assumed from the beginning 
that he was the only man to receive the 
nomination. 
• 
When Washington's name was placed in 


nomination, John Adams was relieved to 
have his cousin, Sam, so far non-committal 
on the choice, second the nomination. But 
young Edmund Pendleton of Virginia, 
probably prevailed upon by a somewhat 
reluctant Washington, objected. So did sev- 
eral New England representatives who 
/eared such an election "since New England 
militia were not accustomed to taking or- 
ders from their officers even when they 
chose their own." 


Adams spent a busy evening but the 


next morning Thomas Johnson again placed 
Washington's name in nomination and "he 
was unanimously elected. The army had a 
general. And the Continental Congress had 
an army," writes Mr. Tourtellot. 


George Washington himself was not so 


enthused about the election although he 
had seen it coming and accepted the re- 
sponsibility with the solemnity and seri- 
ousness that were characteristic of him. But 
he saw no glory ahead. Douglas Southall 
Freeman wrote that "seldom in American 
history, if ever, has achievement been in 
such amazing contrast to a man's expecta- 
tions ..." 


"From the day I enter upon the com- 


mand of the American armies," Washington 
told a fellow delegate, "I date my fall, and 
the ruin of my reputation." 


Mr. Kuefin's Fiscal Program 


Philip Kuehn of Milwaukee, who seems 


at the moment to be the leading candidate 
for the Republican nomination for gover- 
nor, has declared in favor of a sales tax 
with the usually accepted exemptions, but 
only if the receipts are pledged for local 
property tax reduction. 


To some of the advocates of the sales 


tax in the state who have tended to equate 
its revenue possibilities with the demands 
of the state treasury and the need for a 
fairly competitive balance in state income 
tax rates, that may seem to be an equivocal 
position. 


Yet it need not be, if the state-local fis- 


cal problem is considered as one, and it is 
becoming ever more clear that it must be 
so regarded. 


Gov. 
Nelson, in what is obviously a 


series of political speeches on the subject, 
has repeatedly pointed out that the state 
would not be in a financial dilemma if it 
had to accommodate only the increasing 
costs of the state government itself. 


The deficit in the state treasury today is 


largely the result of the increasing de- 
mands of local governments upon the state 
— as in school aids. Without the school aid 
Increase voted by the last legislature the 


state treasury would now in fact be in rea- 
sonably comfortable condition. 


Considering state financial responsibili- 


ties alone — state financing of exclusively 
state services — the state income tax reve- 
nue budget has a built-in inflationary 
hedge. As wages and earnings tend to in- 
crease with the cheapening of the dollar, 
the progressivity of the state income tax 
schedule produces ever more dollars for 
the state treasury. The problem has come 
out of the fact that local financing demands 
have rapidly outgrown the relatively more 
static property tax, and the localities have 
brought their financial dilemma to Madi- 
son. 


Now it is perfectly possible that Mr. 


Kuehn is qualifying his sales tax declara- 
tion for political purposes — out of a 
decent respect for the traditions of Wis- 
consin politics on this volatile subject. But 
as it would work out it is reasonable 
enough. If a new tax source was used for 
the reduction of local property levies in 
the aggregate by 25 per cent, for example, 
it would immediately stabilize the state 
financial situation. The sales tax revenue 
budget, in effect and in reverse, would be 
a relief for the beleaguered state treasury, 
too. 


Conservaf/on Financing 


The budget troubles of the Wisconsin 


Conservation department, as recently re- 
ported at length in the news columns, pro- 
vide a convenient illustration of the oper- 
ations of segregated funds in public fi- 
nance. 


The conservation department is one of 


the agencies of the state government which 
functions on a segregated budget system. 
It has certain explicit revenues assigned to 
it, without regard necessarily to its annual 
budget authorizations. For many years it 
was a fortuitous arrangement, from the 
viewpoint of its administrators. Its revenues 
were on the upgrade. It had relatively 
few financial worries. It could proceed as it 
pleased, for the most part, while most of 
its sister agencies at the capitol had to de- 
pond upon the biennial understanding and 
consent of the legislature and its finance 
committee. 


But now, to its infinite pain and embar- 


rassment, there has been a reversal of reve- 
nue experience. Quite without expecting it, 
the department has been experiencing 
some revenue declines, which together with

some unfortunate guessing in other direc- 
tions has forced upon it the necessity of 
cutting back its spending and its programs 
when other agencies at the capital are gen- 
erally forging ahead with additional author- 
izations. 


Thus a famine follows the feast, in the 


manner of the legend applied to a modern 
bureaucracy. 


As we suggested, this may illustrate 


some of the logical absurdities of a segre- 
gated receipts system. While we have no 
illusions about the early abandonment of 
the segregated conservation fund, rooted as 
it is in powerful local political traditions, 
the contretemps in the department at Madi- 
son today justifies the objections of the 
professional public administrators toward 
the segregation of public revenues. 


Public services should be financed ac- 


cording to their need as measured among 
all other demands upon the public purse, 
and in relation to the total of tax resources 
available — in an ideal pattern of public fi- 
nance we don't imagine that we will achieve 
at Madison at an early date. 


What Others are Saying 
More Skilled Labor 
Needed in Future

Unless there is a vast and 


Immediate expansion of ap- 
prenticeship programs, the 
long-threatened scarcity of 
skilled workers is going to 
hit us like a ton of brick. Sev- 
eral signs point in that direc- 
tion. In the first place, there 
has been a steady decline in 
this country's number of ap- 
prentices. Few trades any- 
where have as many in train- 
Ing as are needed to replace 
the journeyman dropping out 
annually because of death, 
retirement or shift in occu- 
pation. If the 1960s are going 
to be the boom years many 
believe, one wonders where 


employers expect to get 
their skilled help. 


The population explosion is 


another 
important factor. 


We don't need statisticians 
to tell us about that because 
we can sec it happening all 
around us. Economists esti- 
mate that by the year 2000, 
(and 
that's only 40 years 


from now) the population of 
the United States will be dou- 
bled. Think of what that 
means in terms of new 
homes, factories, o f f i c e 
buildings, and every other 
type of construction. Associ- 
ations of employers and un- 
ions in the construction in- 
dustry, on national, state 
and local levels, are well 
aware of the situation. To- 


gether they are spending 
hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars annually in the promo- 
tion of apprenticeship. 


Stepping out of the realm 


of speculation, let's put our 
finger on something a little 
more concrete. Upon the 
joint request of all the na- 
tional organizations of con- 
tractors, and all national 
and international unions in 
the 
construction industry, 


the department of labor's 
bureau of apprenticeship and 
training made an exhaustive 
study of this matter during 
1959. A report titled, "Man- 
power 
Requirements 
and 


Training Needs in Construc- 
tion Occupations 1960-1970." 
was issued in December, 
1959. The report contains in- 
formation which is nothing 
short of startling. 


If the industry continues to 


operate its training pro- 
grams at the present levels, 
only about 10 per cent of the 
additional journeymen need- 
ed will be provided through 
apprenticeship. 


Editor, Post-Crescent: 


An editorial in a recent 


edition of a Madison news- 
paper asked that the gover- 
nor and the "truth squads" 
following him "talk facts, 
talk sense, lay it on the 
line." No governor in recent 
history has talked more facts 
or sense or put more on the 
line than Gov. Nelson. 


The first fact is that Gov. 


Nelson's biennial budget was 
$80,731,000 more than that of 
his predecessor. Some of this 
increase was added by the 
legislature, but the governor 
approves of the expendi- 
tures. This is a 23.8 per cent 
increase; the previous ad- 
ministration had a 21 per 
cent increase. 


The interesting thing about 


this state budget, however, 
is how it reflects increased 
aids and shared taxes to lo- 
cal units of government. Of 
all the taxes collected in 
Wisconsin, 80 per cent are 
spent at the local and 20 per 
cent by the state. The state 
budget includes large sums 
of money which are immedi- 
ately returned to communi- 
ties in the form of aids. Gov. 
Nelson's budget, for exam- 
ple, includes $33 million more 
for school aids than that 
of the previous administra- 
tion; these increased aids 
are financed out of income 
taxes, and this means that 
local property'taxpayers do 
not have to carry an addi- 
tional burden of $33 million. 
There is an additional $6 
million in welfare and health 
aids; retirement funds, pri- 
marily for local teachers, in- 
creased 
over $9 million; 


health and welfare institu- 
tions are up $11 million; 
3,000 additional students in 
our higher educational insti- 
tutions cost $12 million; and 
the balance is for building 
construction and all other 
state operations. A governor 
could, if he wished to pre- 
sent a budget lower than the 
previous one, merely de- 
crease aids. This would be 
fiscal irresponsibility, and 
the editorial writer would 
point this out, and rightly so. 
It would be editorial and 
"truth squad" irresponsibil- 
ity, however, to point out 
only a dollar increase or a 
percentage increase in the 
governor's budget and still 
impugn fiscal irresponsibili- 
ty to him. 


The next question asked 


in the (Madison) editorial re- 


lated to 1949 school per- 
pupil costs compared to 1959. 
The cost per average daily 
attendance (per pupil) ten 
years ago was $222.32; in 
1959 it was 398.37. State sup- 
port in 1949 amounted to $17i 
million; Gov. Nelson's budg- 
et in 1959 includes more than 
$60 million for state school 
aids. Ten years ago state 
school aids represented 17.4 
per cent of school costs; 
Gov. Nelson's aid will take 
care of 24.3 per cent of 
school costs. The previous 
budget took care of 20.7 per 
cent of the costs. 


The third question relates 


to how much the governor's 
second year budget will cost 
if there is no tax revision 
this year. The governor in- 
troduced a bill to take care 
of this; it called for 3 of 1 per 
cent increase in income tax 
rates, a decrease in the sur- 
tax from 25 per cent to 15 
per cent, and an increase in 
the exemption credits per 
person from $7 to 12, which 
helps the low-income, larger 
families. This combination 
of increased exe m p t i o n 
credits 
and a hei g h e r 


•rate would have produced 
an extra $23 million. The tax 
revision committee had al- 
ready indicated its disap- 
proval of an increased sur- 
tax, but the required rate 


probably would be between 
35 per cent and 40 per cent. 
An easier way would be to 
repeat the fiscal 
raising 


methods of the previous ad- 
ministration: $8 million from 
a 1 cent cigaret tax increase, 
$7.5 million through income 
tax skim-off, and $2.5 million 
in medical aid payments 
scheduled for local units. 


The fourth point raised in 


the editorial was ". . . Lay 
out some alternatives, pleas- 
ant or otherwise." A pleas- 
ant one would be to have the 
state share 50 per cent of the 
cost of primary and sec- 
ondary education instead of 
the present 24 per cent. Since 
almost half of general prop- 
erty taxes are used for ed- 
ucation, this would mean a 
30 per cent or more reduc- 
tion in property taxes. It 
would also mean an increase 
in a governor's budget of $60 
million, and does this mean 
the wr i t e r s and "truth 
squads" would accuse an ad- 
ministration of excess i v e 
spending because of a shift 
from property taxes to some 
other form? 


The budget and tax facts 


have been disoused by the 
governor in almost every 
speech he has given. He has 
been "laying it on the line." 
He has talked facts, and 
sense, and he will continue

There 
is no such thing as mutual 
trust between the east and the 
west. Nor is there any check 
as yet by the people of the 


Soviet Union on their auto- 
cratic government which can 
provoke war or attempt con 
quest by blackmail.
